The heart of the world opened in magnificent 
sympathy to this recognized capital of the Weet ; 
its calamity and suffering, reaching the point of 
sublimity, made an everlasting record in the 
heart of humanity, and revealed the currents of 
goodness that ever circulate beneath the surface 
of society. 

The text was used by St. James as a material 
metaphor fora moral truth, namely: that the 
tongue, under the controlling mepiration of an 
evil principle within, kindles from smal! be- 
ginnings great conflagrations of discord, son- 
tagious fires of ungoverned passion, as danger- 
ous to the moral interests of society as vast 
material burnings are te property interests. 
This truth ia read in the history of many revo- 
lutions in States, and of convulsions in churches. 
The same instrument, the tongue, and its 
mighty ally, the pen, when inspired by a good 
heart, have kindled great fires for the worftl’s 
benefit,—reforming and illuminating fires, which, 
whilst they purify humanity and enlighten it, 
do not consume its faculties, and are like the 
flames Moses saw in the bash.

One ot these 
scrimmages took place recently st Beaman’s Cross 
Roads, in Sampson County, which is thus de- 
scribed by the Wilmington Star, a Republican 
paper:

The 
whites, both Republicans amd Conservatives, arrayed 
themselves on one side, aad the colored people on the 
other, and the wey the missiles were projected 
through the air was a caution, One prominent white 
Radical, as he commenced seizing fence-raila, ox- 
yokes, and other such implements of warfare, and 
whirling them into the crowd ef colored belligerents, 
shouted at the top of his voice, Civil rights, is it? 
IU give you civil rights! 

* The colored troops fought nobly,” but their white 
allies having turned against them, they were finaily 
effectually repulsed, after having been four times 
driven from the field. No firearms were used, and 
none of the belligerents, we learn, were seriously hurt, 
though several were knocked down and considerably 
bruised.

ENFORCE THE BUILDING-ORDINANCE, 

Before we construct any more ordimances for 
the prevention of fire, #t will be well to provide 
for the enforcement of the ordinances already 
m existence. If the present ordinances cannot 
be enforced, it will be useless to provide others 
still more stringent. There are many provis- 
ions in the present fire-ordinance to which 
nobody pays the slightest attention. N pre- 
scribes, for instance, the thickness of the walls 
for the buildings of various dimensions; the 
number and, character of the partitions; the 
location of posts and beams; the con- 
struction of Mansard roofs; the construc- 
tion of fines, ef We presume that 
in not one in ten of the buildings 
erécted do the owners take pains to ascertain 
whether thé requirements of the ordinance are 
observed or not, or whether there is any ordi- 
nance. The Common Council were content with 
passing the ordinance without taking any steps 
to provide for its enforcement. They simply 
said: It shall be the duty of the Mayor, 
Board of Public Works, and Board of Police 
Commissioners to enforce the provisions of thie 
chapter.” What is everybody's business is no- 
body's business, and # is not probable that the 
Mayor, or the Board ef Public Works, or the 
Board of Police, have ever given the details of 
the ordinance the slightest eonsideration. Had 
the new buildings burned in the recent fire been 
constructed strictly in conformity with the fire- 
ordinance,—the St. James’ Hotel, for in- 
stance,—we are inclined to think thas the few 
that were burned might have escaped. 

Now there are just twe things for the City 
Government to do, viz.: 1. To amend the fire- 
ordinance so as to make the fire-limits ooexten- 
sive with the eity-umits, and to revise, with the 
advice of competent builders, the ordinary re- 
quirements for safety in buildings constructed 
of combustible materials. 2. To provide for a 
syetematic building inspection, which shall com- 
pel every builder to conform strictly to these re- 
quirements. There should be a small corps of 
building inspectom attached to the Board of 
Public Works. It might consist of s Chief and 
three sesistants, one for each Division of the 
city. The Chief should be am experienced build- 
er, competent to decide upon any matter of 
dispute. that might arise between the 
need be only men of ordamary judgment, eompe- 
tent to measure walls, partitions, flaes, to., and 
with sufficient character to resist bribes. Such 
® corps could be organized at a maximum ex- 
pense of $10,000 a year to the eity, and it would 
be large enough to cover the entire ground and 
enforee absolute compliance with the provisions 
of the ordinance. The money paid out for its 
support would be saved teg times over, not only 
by the prevention of great fires, but by the fall- 
ing-off in the number of small tires, and in less- 
ened rates of insurance. New York and Boston, 
and nearly every other city in the country, is 
more careful than Chicago to officially inspect 


adjoining buildings with boiling and blazing oil. 
The sbandonment of that engine under such 
circumstances can hardly be charged to cow- 
ardice. 

We admit that our Fire Department wants 2 
reorganization, and needs to be removed from 
city polities. To do this in full legal form will 
require State legistation, which eannot be had 
before January next. In the meantime, what is 
done in the matter of reformation must be done 
by the unanimous and voluntary consent of the 
present management, which must continue in 
legal control until displaced by law. The ur- 
nai of Oommerce concludes by saving: 

Chicago is loved and admired all over the Union— 
the more when she suffers and shows that she is 
strong. In proportion as she hes hearty friends, she 
must expect to be lectured for permitting the beauti- 
ful city to stand im imminent peril of total destruction 
at every high wind, through the gross incompetence of 
firemen and the haste and folly af builders. 

For all this Chicago is not only grateful, but 
we think will evince that gratitude im the zeal 
and energy with which she will address herself 
to correct the glaring errors of the past. Be- 
fore another issue of this paper, the City Gov- 
ermment will have taken the important step of 
prohibiting the erection of another wooden 
building in the city. This is something. It will 
in afew years work such a reform thatthe 
present frame buildings will rapidly disappear, to 
make room for more substantial dwellings, 
workshops, and stones. She will also reorganize 
her Police and Fire Departments, separating 
them from politics, and making them equal to, if 
not better than, the like departments in any 
other city of the United States. 


THE COLLEGE REGATTA. 

The regatta was not an unmixed success. 
The two postponements were annoying and ex- 
pensive to the great crowds that had gathered 
at Saratoga, and especially to those of tho visit- 
ors who had neither the time nor the money for 
more than sa single day's pleasuring. The an- 
noyance caused by the unexpected delay was in- 
creased by the suspicion that t was not abso- 
tutely unavoidable. American audiencescan en- 
dure with good grace any disappomtment that is 
honestly brought about, but they cannot for- 
give .trickery or sharp dealing. They are 
doubly injured when they ave overreached, 
—first, by being cheated, and next, by an impu- 
tation upom their sagacity. That there is just 
ground for entertaining suspicion im regard to 
the second postponement of the race is too ap- 
parent. Den who have lived in Seratoga, and 
are accustomed to the weather of the place, 
warned the College Committee that 5 o'clook in 
the afternoon was sn unfortunately late bour. 
Subsequent events fully verified the predictions ; 
and, even if this had not been the case, it is 
evident enough that an entire day's time should 
not have been risked on the chances of the even- 
ing. Wedo not believe that the managers of 
the regatta made any corrupt agreement, nor is 
it at all likely that the hotel-keepers had much 
opportunity to influence their decision; bat 
there are many persons who do believe that the

Car-msanufac 
tories and locometive-works are in the same tor- 
pid state. Orders for new equipment have been 
recalled, and it is a depressing fact that engines 
and cars can now be bought at the works for the 
price the material cost. The Union Depot pro- 
jected for the West Side, which had progressed 
eo far that articles of association were drawn up 
and signed by the Alton, St. Paul, Michigan 
Central, Burlington, and Northwestern Com- 
panies, is now practically abandoned, ana, ift he 
law laid down in Wisconeimm is sustained, the 
companies will doubtless adhere to their belief, 
that the present inferior structures are quite 
good enough for those who make such laws. 

Let it become known in money-centres that 
investments In the West are dependent upon 
the will of “the popular assemblies, and no 
capitalists will be so deluded as to place their 
money at the mercy of politicians. We have 
been shown a letter received by one of our citi- 
zens from a New York banker, the agent of for-

THE SATURDAY NIGHT MEETING. 

The meeting on Saturday night gave expres- 
sion to the almom universal sentiment of the 
people of Cnieago respecting the measures 
requisite for the proper protection of the city. 
Briefly, these measures are: 

1. The destruction of the illegal wooden build- 
ings now within the fire-limits as they existed in 
October, 1871. 

2. The destruction of all wooden buildings 
within the fire-limits as fixed by the ordinance 
of 1872 which have been iliegally erected since 
that time. f 

8. The extension of the fife-limits to the ter- 
ritorial boundaries, and the prohibition of the 
removai of wooden buildings from one point to 
another within the city. 

4. The construction of a wide avenue or boule- 
vard separating the solid business part of the 
city from the other districts, if found to be prac- 
ticable. 

5. The reorganization of the Fire Department. 

A committee of twenty-five citizens was ap- 
pointed to place these requests before the 
Mayor, Common Council, and the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. The Committee will perform that 
duty to-day. 

It can hardly be necessary to commend the at- 
tention of the city officers to these resolutions. 
The Common Council have the authority to ex- 
tend the fire-limite, and this they can and ought 
to do at the meeting to-night. The removal of 
the wooden buildings illegally erected withm 
the fire-limits is within the scope of executive 
authority, resting with the Board of Public 
Works and the Mayor. It remains to be seen 
whether those officers have the nerve to perform 
their duty in the premises, or, rather, the nerve 
to negiect it. 

The reformation of the Fire Department is a 
matter of serious concern. The Common Coun- 
cil have little or no oeontrol over that subject. 
The Fire Department of New York was in even a 
worse condition when the authorities of that 


second postponement—and perhaps the first— 
was part of adeliberate scheme to ewindle the 
visitors for the benefit of the townspeople. Ali 
will admit that the postponements were unfor- 
tunate, and in themselves prevented the eom- 
plete success of the regatta. — 
Another and greater mishap cocurred in the 
race, Between the mile and half-mile flags there 
was a foul. Whether Yale ran inte Harvard, or 
Harvard ran into Yale, will probably never be 
known. The judges decided afterward that 
Harvard could not he allowed a foul on Yale on 
account of the rule which provides that every 
boat shall stand by its own accidents incurred 
during the race”; and that Yale could not be 
allowed a foul om Harvard because the former 
had departed from its own water, and crossed 
its competitor's. Yale dropped out of the race, 
and Harvard came in third. We do not place 
much stress on the statement of Oapt. Cook, of 
the Yale crew, to the Associated Press 
agent. By his own account, he was 
hallooing and taunting his opponents, and labor- 
ing under intense excitement when the foul took 
place. He is not a trustworthy witness on his 
own behalf. Capt. Dana, of the Harvard crew, 
will doubtless make up just as pretty a story 
from his standpoint; and the one explanation 
will balance the other. Another claim of foul is 
made by the crew of Wesleyan College, which 
came in second, against that ef Columbia, which 
carried off the first honors; but it is generally 
disallowed. <All the accounts that have 
come to band agree in nothing so much 
as in conceding that Columbia won the 
race by strong pulling and pluck, There 
was no special divine work about it. 
The Yale men are the most disappointed at the 
result, and the least ready to yield honor where 
it is due. With a superciliousness that was 
pomtively ill-bred, Capt. Cook virtually made 
the assumption that Yale would have come in 
first if the accident had not occurred; and then, 
with shocking bad manners, and in considerable 
heat, he challenged Harvard to another trial on 
Monday, This action can only be pardoned to 
the silliness and passion of youth. If the 
Yale crew is dissatisfied with its position, and 
believes that it failed of success by accident, the 
proper thing to do is to challenge 
Even this would be a boyish 
defiance to Harvard indicates 
as ill-feeling. 
Wo think it will be generally admitted that the 
regatta this yeac has not been the grand success 
which everybody looked for. Saratoga was too 
much for it in the first place; and the partici- 
panta conspired together to spoil in a great 
measure what good there was left, A general 
and good-natured comment on the race and the 
disputes is that they were thoroughly boyish. 
Professional oarsmen foul as well as college 
crews, and they are much better mannered 
afterward. They do not blubber over a defeat. 
They do not betray their smarts by a demand 
for a new trial on the spot. The college crews, 
either because they are elumsy or ill-disposed, 
foul much more frequently than the profes- 
sionals.

THE REBUILT PORTION OF CHICAGO. 
The respectability of the New Yark Journal of 
ommerece is our apology for taking notice of an 

extraordinary article which appeared in that 
paper since the fire of Tuesday last. Speaking 
of the rebuilt portion of Chicago, the Journal 
Gays: 

From the day that Chicago began to rebuild in the 
old flimsy, frivolous style, her own papers have thun- 
dered her doom in her cars, and provoked only mock- 
ing laughs from the crazy speculators of that city. If 
different in anything, the new buildings are frailer 
than those they replace, having been thrown up in 
great haste and at a minimum of expense. Each own- 
er was willing to run his hock, trusting that he would 
escape being burnt out more than once, — blind and 
silly superstition, which goes far to forfeit our sym- 
pathy for the men who indulge it, and some of whom 
are again vuined. . Fortunately, bys change of the 
wind, the rebuilt city suffered but little this time. 
Had the wind not shifted and lulled, the finest part of 
new Chicago would tixis day be prostrate, for the 
flames made nothing of the just-compieted structures 
which they reached, Enough has beem seen of the 
poor quality of the new buildings to render it certain 
that, witha high wind im the right direction, a fire 
would reduce them to ashes. 

The buildings of the new Chicago are not flimsy 
nor frivolous for fire-defensive qualities. They 
will compare favorably with those of the best- 
constructed portions of New York. There may 
be a few which do not come up to the stand- 
ard in some respects ; but, as a whole, the rebuilt 
Chicago, so far as the character of the houses is 
concerned, is as well fitted for resisting fire as 
any other city in the United States. In the win- 
ter months immediately following the fire there 
were a few buildings hastily put up, but these 
were but few in number, and do not detract to 
any extent from the general average of the 
rebuilt city in the matter of architectural 
strength, durability, and excellence of material. 

The Journal is equally at fault in its informa- 
tion that the salvation of rebuilt Chicago was 
dus toa “change of wind.” The fact is, the 
wind all through the fire of Tuesday remained 
in the same quarter, and there was no percepti- 
bie lull. The wind, instead of shifting, drove 
the fire from the old portion of the city upon 
the newly built, and it was the superior con- 
struction of the buildings in this latter portion 
that so resisted the fire and held it in check 
that the firemen were able very soon to subdue 
it altogether. It was thése new walls and iron 
cornices and strongly-built houses that arrested 
the progress of the flames, which were precipitat- 
ed upon them with all the force of the south- 
west wind, bearing the heat and cinders of 
| forty acres of burning territory. There were 
some elegant and costiy buildings in the new 
district that went down, bat they were those on 
the border merely. These few went down, but 
before doing so held the fire enough in 
check to enable the Fire Department to obtain 
control and finally to master it. 

It is sufficient to gay of the newly-built Chi- 
cago that there is no danger of 8 fire originat- 
ing in that district ever extending. A fire may 
occur, and a costly one, but there is not as much 
danger of its extending, with or without wind, 
as there is of a like fire under like circumstap- 
ces in New York It is true we have not the 
perfectly-organized Fire Department that existe 
im New York; but we have, in the new Chicago, 
an abundance of water, wide streets in which to 
operate, amd s large propertion of the buildings 


and maintenance of these give employment to 
hosts of Werkingmen. Stagnate this industry, 
and all the manufactories, locomotive and ear 
works, axle, spring, and wheel foundries, and 
the hundred other enterprises created by and de- 
pendent upon the prosperity of railways, are cor- 
respondingly erippled. The moment they stop 
work the ery will be heard from thousands of 
humble households throughout the land. 

There is one singular fact to be stated concern- 
ing the political phase of the fight in Wisconsin. 
The Republican press seem to be even more vehe- 
ment in pushing the railroads to extremities than 
the Reform newspapers. Itis strange they cannot 
see that the State Government will promptly do 
whatever i can find Republican authority for, 
aad hence will acquire all the advantage that is 
to be gained from the railroad scrimmage ; for it 
will thus be enabled to go before the people and 
say, We did all these things; those fellows on 
the other side merely did the bellowing while we 
achieved the victory.” If the Republican press 
can convince the people that Gov. Taylor is in 
dead earnest, and is doing a good thing, they 
(the people) will naturally eonclade that it is 
best to keep bim and his friends in power and 
not run the risk of a change. On 
the other hand, there is a pretty strong feeling 
in the cities and towns of the State that the 
Potter law has overdone the business; that, it 
was hasty and immature, and is likely to do 
more harm than good in the long run. But, 
while both political parties are fiercely carrying 
on the war, this feeling remains latent and can 
find no expression. The Republican party 
might secure this vote by a more conservative 
tone in their public utterances without losing 
any considerable fraction of their own proper 
strength, but they do not seem to acknowledge 
the existence of any such vote or feeling in the 
State.

‘The Man Who Tried to Defraud the 
" Merebants’ National,

He Is Arrested in Richmond for Forging 
Commodore Vanderbilt's Sig- 
nature. 


History. of His Early Career. 


Harry Livingstone was arrested in this city 
May 27, and brought before Justice Boyden, 
charged with forgery. His case was a singular 
one. The Monday previous to his arrest, Mr. 
DeKoven, Cashier of the Merchants’ National 
Bank, received a letter dated Palmer House, 
Chicago, May 25, and signed Alexander Holland, 
Treasurer of the American Express Company, 
requesting him to honor a sight draft for from 
£1,000 to $14,000 the next day. The letter was 
written on a half sheet of the hotel note-paper. 
It was ambiguous in language, since the writer 
did not state whether be wanted to sell 
New York exchange or to deposit 
shecks. Mr. DeKoven, therefore, sent back 
by the messenger a reply statating that as the 
smount mentioned was quite 2 large one, he 
mould prefer to see him in person so that the 


prope? arrangements could be made. 
Dr. DeKoven then went around to the office of 


me American Express Company, and fold.ng the 
letter double so that only the signature was visi- 
ble, asked the Cashier whether it was Mr. Hol- 
land's. He learned that the signature was a 
forgery, and that the real Mr. Holland had left 


for the East the day previous. 

Mr. DeKoven awaited events. The next 
morning while sitting at his usual place at 
the bank an elderly, well-dressed, gray-haired 
gentleman with  eye-glasses approach- 
ed, and, m enlemanly manner 
asked if this was Mr. DeKoven. Mr. DeKoven 
answered in the affirmative, whereupon the 
ekierly gentleman informed that bis name was 
Alerander Holland. Mr.DeKoven, who was eon- 
siderabiy surprised at the audacity of the man, 
asked him to sit down, which he did, remarking 
that the office was a very mee one. He then 
told Mr. DeKoven that he had considerable 
trouble with the Commercial National Bank, and 
therefore wanted to transter his business to 
bim. It would be necessary for him to get 
$200,000. He only wanted $94,000 that day, 
aod the balance might remain to his credit on 
their books. While the clerk was making out 
the draft Mr. DeKoven took the man into the 
President's room, and while he was there he 
summoned a policeman by telegraph. He then 
banded the draft to Mr. Holland and asked him 
to sign it, which he did without hesitation, and 
when asked, added, Treasurer of the American 
Express Company.” They then stepped out 
aud at a con signal an oflicer ap and 
arrested the forger. 

When brougbt beforethe Justice, Mr. De- 
Koven, with Mr. Fargo, of the American Ex- 
press Company. were present. Mr. Fargo stated 
the man was insane, aud ne was almost certain 
he knew him; he was a member of a family of 
li of New York, whose standing in 
the munity was unexceptiouable, and he de- 
#ired that the prisoner be locked up until he 
could hear from the family. This request was 
complied with. 

He was discharged atalate hour the same 
night, it being believed that he was insane. Mr.

THE HOLY NAME, 


Laying the Corner-Stone of the New 


Description of Its Proposed Exterlor and 


interior. 


Procession of the Various Catholic 
Societies. 


Sermon by the Rev. Father Damen. 


— 


The Church of the Holy Name, which, previ- 
ous to the great fire, stood upon the southeast 
corner of State and Superior streets, was among 
the oldest and best of the Roman Catholic edi- 
fices in Chicago. It had a large and respectable 
congregation, a fine choir, ample dcoommoda- 
tion, and all that goes to make up a pleasant 
place of worship. The spire was building to a 
great height when the flames came down upon it 
in common with the other sacred snd seoular 
buildings wherewith it was surrounded. The 
loss was, of course, immense. The congregation 
was scattered more or less, and those who re- 
turned to the North Side were compelled to 
erect a temporary one-story wooden structure, 
wherein the services have been carried on dur- 
ing the past two years. This building was se- 
verely uncomfortable. In winter the cold was 
extreme, and in summer the pastors bad very 
little necessity for alluding to sulphuric regions, 
considering the state of the temperature within 
the humble but torrid temple. 

THE NEW BUILDING, 

the foundations of which have been laid for 
some time, is located on the northeast corner of 
State and Superior streets, exactly opposite 
where the old edifice stood. There has been 
considerable discussion relative to the adoption 
of a plan of architecture which, among other 
things, prevented the carrying forward of the 
work with more rapidity. Finally Mr. Kelley, a 
New York architect, succeeded iu winning the 
approbation of Bishop Foley, and his plans were 
duly accepted. Mr. T. Menard, well known in 
this city, was given general charge of executing 
the design, ng contracts, and everything 
a fer the construction of the pew tab- 
ernacie, 


TAE PLAN. 

The embrvonic structure is of more capacious 
dimensious thao its ine pee haviog a front- 
age of 100 feet on State street, and a depth of 
210 feet on Superior. Like most all Catho- 
lic edifices, it will be built after the Gothic style. 
The main entrance on State street will have a 
width of 20 anda height of 22 feet, heavily 
molded with stone work, The spire will be 
placed on the southwest corner, the tower to be 
carrred toa height of 80 feet, 20 feet square, 
after which the spire will rise to an 
additional altitude of 160 feet, making 
a total of 240 feet from the ground to the cross 
upon the summit.

THE INTERIOR. 

Nor will the interior be in the least behind the 
imposing as of the outer building. The 
main anaitorium will have seats capable of ac- 
commodating 3,000 worshipers. ‘he seats will 
be arranged in four rows, with broad aisles on 
the ground floor, and, at the west end, 
there will be a very capacious gallery. The 
sanctuary will be situated at the eastern ter- 
miuus, and will be 40 feet square.

Singularly enough 
the bell is not injured, but the iron frame is 
broken, and the tower is badly demoralized. The 
front of the church is somewhat injured. It will 
probably cost $1,000 to put the church in as good 
shape as it was before. j 

The tower on the Baptist Church has a lame 
back and leaps to the southward, and will prob- 
ably have to be taken down,—a work that ought 
to be done at once, for the safety of those hving 
in that neighborhood. 

Numberless roofs were wrenched and bun- 
dreds of houses and barns were damaged more 
or less, details of which we have not on hand, 
and the injury to fruit and shade trees is large. 

The north end wall of the foundry connected 
with the Waterloo Agricultural Works was blown 
in, andthe roof and heavy plates were torn off 
and scattered over the ground hundreds of feet 
from the building. A heavy plate, a timber 10x12 
and 16 feet long, was biown clear ever the resi- 
dence of W. C. Brown, aud now lies bedded in 
the earth near the house where it fell. Mr. 
Brown and his wife were engaged in holding in 
windows on the north side of the bouse, 
which, although protected by good heavy 
blinds, were in great danger of 
bein blown in, when 2 portion 
of the roof from the Agricultural Works 
came crashing against the front of the house, 
carrying away part of the verandah ; one rafter 
erashing through the siding and another enter- 
ing a window, demolished shutters, sash, glass, 
and everything in ita way. At this moment a 
roll of the tin roof as large as a sugar-hogshead 
thundered against the house and fell in a neigh- 
boring garden.
